LAWTON’S BIG STEALINGS. 


NEARLY A MILLION INVOLVED IN AIs 


FLIGHT. 


The Character of the Man and His Exten- 
sive Business Operations—The Firms 
That Lose by His Knavery—About 
$500,000 of Claims Known, for 
Most of Which Suits Have Been Begun 
New York, March 18.—[Special.]—The 
flight of Walter E. Lawton is bringing to the 
surface a very singular record. For forty- | 
one years Lawton has been in business, the 
greater part of that time in thiscity. He ac- 
quired a reputation for shrewdness, honesty, 
and wealth. His business connections 
reached from New England to Georgia. Sev- 
eral banks in this city and elsewhere had ac- 
counts with him for years. He owned large 


> 


tracts of real estateon the Hackensack River 


and a beautiful residence at Spuyten 
Duyvil. He was rated as worth 81,000, 
000, and banks gave him credit on 
that rating, believing that it understated 
his possessions. He frequently figured up his 
property of late at $150,000. For some time 
past he had been laying out the grounds of 
his home to give the effect of a fortress. Al- 
though essentially a man of business, he is 
said to have charmed two wealthy widows. 
Ever since he began to lay out the Spuyten 
Duyvil place his friends. had been speculat- 
ing upon the comparative chances of the 
ladies in question. No one doubted that he 
meant to take a wife and settle down for a 
green and comfortable old age. Suddenly,

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GREAT DAMAGE FROM FLOODS AT BIS- 
MARCK AMD MANDAN. 


The Crop Suffering Somewhat—An Indian

Fnakrol FLoops on THE Uprer Missovri.~— 
The Washburn gorge broke at a late hour Thurs- 
daa night, and at 6 a m. yesterday the river 
began to rise at Bismarck. In less than two 
hours from the time the water to rise it 
was in the upper stories of the -houses 
on the river bank, which were supposed to have 
been built many feet above danger. The ice was 
firm and solid and flowed in a solid mass. 
Shortly after the arrival of the Washburn 
gorge at Bismarck another gorge was 
formed at Sibley Island, ten miles south, 
and the waters backed, covering the low lands 
with from six to ten feet of water. The 


immense river warehouse of the Northern Pacific 
Railroad, one of the largest in the world, was 
raised bodily and hurled against the bluff, the 
entire building, over 700 feet in length, being 
moved over forty feet, and its floors and timbers 
torn to splinters. The Northern Pacific trains 
can go no farther west than Bismarck, as the 
water is pouring over its track on the west side 
of the river to a depth of five feet. An attempt 
was made by Superintendent Graham to go to 
Mandan, where the company’s shops and round- 
houses are inundated, but the water runnin 
over the track put out the fire in the engine. A 
the western endof the mammoth iron b 
which spans the river at Bismarck isa trestle 
séventy-five feet high and half a mile in length. 
This trestle has been seriously damaged, 
and ice is flowing against it 
terrible force. Should an attempt be made to 
move @ train over the river it would be hurled in 
the torrent below, All small buildings on the 
river bank have been crushed by the floating ice, 
which struck them near the eaves. The river be- 
low Bismarck, which is usually three-quarters of 
a mile wide, is now ever six miles in width, and 
the greatest body of water has not yet arrived. 
Exverts have been at work all day attempting to 
break the gorge below with dynamite, and tne 
sounds of the explosions ten miles away are 
heard every ten minutes. No word can be re- 
ceived from the five steamboats | at Rock- 
haven, and it is thought they are danger of 
totat annihilation, while there is very little 
hope of saving the steamer Tompkins, which was 
frozen in at Le Beau, sixty miles south, last fall. 
The gorge at Buford broke last night with a rise 
of thirty feet. The gorge was broken by the 
waters of the Yellowstone River, and thé rise is 
the greatest ever known at that * This im- 
mense flood will not arrive until Saturday night 
or Sunday morning, and unless the go at Sib- 
ley Island is broken the overflow will be far 
reater than in 1881, when the country was swept 
or miles. Mandan is now under water, and 
every street in that city is a runn river. Her- 
man Paul, a German settler, has just arrived 
in Bismarck from his claim three miles south of 
the city, having come most of the way through 
water from one to six feet deep. He states that 
the houses of the settlers in his local- 
ity are completely surrounded, and that 
he was forced to swim short distances 
several times during his trip to the city. He 
left a man and three women at a claim shack 
near his house, and should the flood become 
much greater they will be sweptaway. The 
scene is wild and grand. The sound of the movy- 
ing sea of ice is like the roaring of artillery. 
Since the gorge at Sibley Island was formed the 
river has cut a channel across the meadow land 
south of the city, and a new-born river two miles 
in width is sweeping across the prairies with its 
burden of ice from two to four feet thick. 80 
sudden was the rising of water after the break- 
ing of the Washburn gorge that the river surged 
through woods and over plain, sweeping every- 
thing before it, and groups of deer and antelope 
were seen in the middle of the stream jumping 
from one piece of ice to another, in a futile at- 
tempt to reach shore. it will“ be at least five 
days before the Northern Pacific can run its 
trains over the river. The damage cannot be es- 
timated at present.

LITTLER ‘BILLS WARTED. 

The genial Chairman of the House Commit- 
tee on Appropriations, Mr. Littier of Spring- 
field, is in an unhappy frame of mind. . The 
séssion is more than ‘half over, if it should 
adjourn about the usual time, and he has not 
been able to get a single full meeting of his 
important committee, although the members 
are all present in the House every week, A 


week or so ago he called attention to this 


fact, and yesterday he laid the matter before 
the House a second time, asking that. the 
membership of the committee be increased 
by adding six new names to it pledged to at- 
tend. This was not done, nor any step taken 
in that direction which would indicate that 
the House prefers the remedy suggested by 
Tue Trrsune a few days ago. We advised 


Mr. Littler to vigorously apply a broad-, 


ax to the appropriation bills and 
cut and hew them down to something like 
reasonable proportions, and then his commit- 
tee would attend with alacrity. This would 
be far better than to increase the number of 

lied members. The trouble is not with 
the sizeof the committee, but the size of the 
bills. The appropriations of two years ago 
were about 7 millions, under rather than over 
this amount, and the aggregate of the bills 
already pending, including those actually 
passed up to date, figure up nearly if not 
quite 12 millions, an increase of almost 100 
per cent. There’s the rub. It is the fear of 
being party to such a monstrous increase in 
the State expenditures which bids the mem- 
bers pause and frightens them away from 
the committee-room. 

The State has increased in wealth and pop- 
ulation only 5 or 6 per cent during the last 
two years, and the previous General Assem- 
bly made liberal provisions for all depart- 
ments of the State- Government and for all 
educational, reformatory, charitable, and 
penal institutions, including enough money 
to procure a site for a soldiers’ home and for 
putting on suitable improvements. It is only 
necessary for the Legislature to provide for 
the current expenses of these numerous in- 
stitutions. The State is hardly prepared to 
go into the eleemosynary business on the So- 
ciahstic plan of paternalism, taking care of 
every tomboy girl and bad small boy that 
some man or woman thinks would be better 
off ina “home” than anywhere eise, and 
who, if hard pressed, could name persons 
just fitted to draw the salary for helping run 
institutions for that purpose. The few mill- 
ions asked for now would soon swell to many 
millions. 

Itis evident that there are some men on 
the Appropriations Committee who appreci- 
ate the situation and don’t want to destroy 
their political future by reporting such rob- 
ber bills, which will set their constituents in 
an unappeasable rage. 

There are fifty-one districts represented in 
the House, and in only one of them ail in 
which procuring State appropriations is the 
principal industry. Mr. Littier should un- 
derstand that no other member of the Ap- 
propriations Committee except himself could 
afford to have the expenditures néarly doub- 
led, as compared with 1885. If he had the 
naming of his own associates he could not 
secure a committee which would consent to 
any such extraordinary and enormous prodi- 
gality as these bills, taken collectively, con- 
template. If the ax is not used on the bills, 
if passed at all, then the hatchet would be 
used on the individual members of the com- 
mittee, the Chairman alone excepted, and 
they all know it very well. Each has a con- 
stituency of too much intelligence and too 
much regard for their interest to submit to 
such outlays at the expense of the taypayers. 
In a word, the remedy for the trouble com- 
plained of by the Chairman in regard to the 

bills is plainly suggested by his own name. 


RAILROAD ATTACK ON THE DRUMMERS. 

THe Trisungis not disposed to spend any 
further time discussing the conflicting inter- 
pretations put on the provisions of the Inter- 
State Commerce act in respect to mileage 
tickets, for the simple reason that whichever 
construction is adopted there is nothing 
whatever to authorize or require an increase 
of the rates for 1,000-mile tickets. Senator 
Cullom, the author of the bill, and Judge 
Cooley, who has been appointed a member of 
the Inter-State Commerce Commission and 
an official interpreter of the new law, concur 
in this statement.

tickets cannot be made without loss to the 


railroads, it is still indisputably clear that 
the managers can, if so disposed, arrange 
this matter in a manner that will accord 
with the requirements of the law, satisfy 
everybody concerned, and enable the roaus 
to soll an increased amount of mileage trans- 
portation at rates previously found profita- 
ble. -Why do the managers refuse to do this? 
Why don’t they give the reguiar commercial 
travelers 1;000-mile tackets of limited availa- 


bility at $20, while, if they must do so, - 


charge transient purchasers $25 for a ticket 
good for a longer time? No one contends 
that such an arrangement would be opposed 
to the letter or spirit of the new law. It 
would secure the roads a large amount of 
business on terms that have yielded a good 
profit heretofore, and would be satisfactory

Sanderson, a swashbuckier Irish 
militia officer, at his word that t set- 
tlement of the question must emanate 
from the Irish people.“ While compliment- 
ing Trevelyan on his recent conciliatory 
attitude, he dealt with Mr. Chamber 
lain in an entirely different fashion. 
He had the Birmingham Radical in his mind’s 
eye when he said “the Irish question is 


one not of individuals but of nations, and 


when nations collide individuals are liable to 
be uncomfortably squeesed.“ The laughter 
which greeted this sally showed that it hit 
home and was cordially appreciated by the 
stalwart Yorkshire Radicals. He struck hard 
again at Chamberlain when he said that the 
Liberal masses were united, it was only the 
party that seemed to be divided. 

Perhaps the most important part of the 
speech was that having reference to the land- 
lords, in which he intimated that in any fut- 
ure arrangement their treatment wouldn't 
be so generous as that proposed in the Land 
bill rejected last June. There was a hint of 
“the falling market which has not touched 


bottom in all this, and, coming at a time 


when the Tories propose a further reduction 
of rents and making the revised rents the 
basis of purchase price, it will not have a 
very cheering effect on the unhappy Irish 
feudalists. 

The hopefulness of the ex-Premier after 
the frequent defeats in the House of Com- 
mons recently is remarkable. -He talks con- 
fidently of the future, as if he were fully 
assured that the complete solution of the 
Irish difficulty in a broad and generous spirit 
remains for him. There is not the least feel- 
ing of bitterness or disappoihtment in the 
speech. The reference to Chamberlain and 
the Unionists was in a spirit of badinage 
rather than of accusation.

Mr. O. W. Gurixrme, who returned ‘from 
Springfield yesterday, says there is no doubt 
that the two drainage bills introduced in the 
General Assembly will become law this ses- 
sion in a slightly amended form. The com- 
mittee of investigation will insist that the 
Winston bill shall be so amended that any 
damage inflicted on the people of the section 
between Joliet and La Salle by the widening 
of the channel and the increase in the vol- 
ume of water shail be borne by the drainage 
district. The Government engineer who has 
calculated on this matter estimates that the 
damages will be very slight and may be off- 
sét by advantages. The committee also in- 
sists on the insertion of a clause in the bill 
which will more clearly define the nature of 
the improvement, and that it shall be made 
along the Desplaines River channel, have a 
declivity of three inches to the mile, thus 
giving a full velocity of two miles per hour, 
and a cross section of 2,000 feet. This would 
mean a width of about 120 feet and a depth 
of about sixteen and two-thirds feet. 
With these amendments the Winston bill will 
certainly pass, notwithstanding the active 
lobby of misguided people from Joliet sent 
down there to be coached by Mr. Riley, Mr. 
Woods, and others. The Joliet opposition is 
the most extraordinary thing of this decade. 
They complain bitterly of the smell of the 
canal water in Winter, when the ditch is cov- 
ered with thick ice, excluding the air and 
oxidation, but with incomprehensible fatu- 
ity .oppose dilution which will render the 


water unobjectionable. It is proposed to add 


ten galions of pure lake water to each gallon 
of the sort of water that flowed over ‘their 
dam last winter, thereby rendering it only 
one-tenth as objectionable, and they kick 
at this purification relief! And some don- 
kéys even contend that the more pure lake 
water is mixed with the sewage water the 
worse it will smell! There is no use in argu- 
ing with such people, as they seem to be des- 
titute of comprehension of the simplest facts 
in ‘nature. “Everybody of any reflection can 
see that just in proportion as pure water is 
mixed with impure the latter approaches a 
state of purity and inoffensiveness. How- 
ever, there are no persons so blind as those 
who shut their eyes and refuse to see. 
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Tux letter which the Hon. Ben Bitterworth 
has written to the Toronto Mail on the ques- 
tion of reciprocity, already printed in this 
paper, is on the same line with the argu 
ments heretofore made by Tne Trrsune, that 
complete reciproeity furnishes thé only et- 
fective method of settling the differences be- 
tween the two countries. Mr. Butterworth 
makes his point with admirable precision, 
and it gains additional force by his intima- 
tion to Canada that she has an undisputed 
right to enter upon the negotiation of such a 
treaty, because her connection with Great 
Britain is not commercial, but sentimental, 
and thatif England should refuse to recog- 
nize such a movement the only effect would 
be to speedily sever the sentimental tie.

THE TRIgUNE'S Opposition to the Yerkes loop- 
line ordinance in its present shape, and in doing 


80 resorts to unworthy inuendoes. What THRE 


TRIBUNE has urged against the ordinance is that 
it is indefinit, and that the compensation offered 
by the street-car company to the city for the very 
valuable loop-line franchise is entirely inade- 
quate. TH TRIBUNE, in this matter, indorses 
the position of the property-owners along the 
line of the loop. They have petitioned the Mayor 
and the Council to insist that the street-car com- 
pany shall build a new double-track steam- 
turned bridge over the ‘river at Déarborn suréet 
and construct the central pier and the abut- 
ments. The Mayor, who is not unfriendly to 
Yerkes, complains that the language of the ordi- 
nance passed Monday night is ambiguous and in- 
definit. The Mayor should therefore veto the 


ordinauce for the purpose of enabling the Coun- 


cil to correct it in the particulars named. Mr. 
Yerkes is now trying to evade his agreement about 
the Clara and Wells street bridges owing to 
some similar indefinitness of description. Under 
the circumstances the advocacy by THE TRIBUNE 
of a veto is distinctly in the interest of the peo- 
ple of Chicago and directly in the line of the 
prayer of the property-owners. But how about 
the inter-Ocean? It is against a reconsideration 
of the ordinance and opposes a veto for that pur- 
pose, Does it think that the removal of an old, 
worn-out bridge for two blocks by the Yerkes 
company is a sufficient compensation for the 
loop-line franchise?

THE LOCKPORT MYSTERY. 


Mrs. Wirth Fails to Identify the Remains as 
Those of Her Husband. 

JOLIET, III., March 18.—[{Special.}]—The excite- 
ment was intensified today over the discovery of 
the hacked and mutilated body found in the canal 
five miles north of this city near Lockport by 
the fact that the conclusion heretofore reached 
as to its being Fred Wirth, the missing butcher 
of Bridgeport, is not clearly. established. 
The condition of the body is such as to make 
identitication a very dificult matter. The hair 
has been cut and the beard, shaved off. The Gor 
oner made a very careful investigation, and dis- 
covered wounds, some of which were clearly made 
before death, showing that they could not haye 
been made in a case of suicide. Both bones of 
the right arm were broken between the wrist and 
elbow, and inflammation in..the wounds shows 
that they were made before death. The jugular 
vein and artery on the left sidé of the neck were 
severed by a clean cut, the edges of the cut show- 
ing that they were made before death. There 
were also two wounds, one on the left side of the 
head made with a keen knife and one on the 
right side with a blunt instrument, vy ng the 
skull. The body was cut in two just below the 
umbilical cord, severing the intestines and dis- 
jointing the spinal column perfectly in the upper 
region of the lumbar vertebra, t portion 
of the body below this point is. missing and has 
not yet come to thé surface. Only the mutilated 
trunk and head of the body were overed, 

The body was carefully. examined 88 
Mrs. Frederick Wirth of Chicago, the wife 
missing man. She failed to positively heute 
the remams because she could not pnd A scar on 
the left side of the breast which sh eged was 
made in early life, and could not pte es the 
features. The Coroner, however, subsequently 
found a sear on the breast, but not where Mrs. 
Wirth at first located it. The wife finally ad- 
mitted that it might be her husband, but the 
swollen and unnatural condition of the remains 
made it impossibie for ber to say positively 
whether it was her husband or not. 

The manner in which the body is cut up and 

the skillful way in which the spinal column was 
disjointed shows that the work was done by a 
professionel butcherand not by medicakstudents, 
ause it is done contrary to their science of 
dissetting, and manifestly for the purpose of 
murder and concealment. The inflammation of 
the wounds and the butcherlike disposition of 
the remains, as well as; the numerous cuts, 
gashes, broken bones, and thé cutting of the 
throat all go to demonstrate and point to mur- 
der. The remains were buried in the Lockport 
— and were again exhumed, this after- 
b ere in such a frightfully swol én and 
— ofed state as to prevent positive identifica- 
tion. The evidence points — to the Body as 
being thut of Wirth. 


Jacob Kuebler,’ the y Putchér susp ted ot 
being the cause ot Frederick Wirzh's disappea’r- 
ance. was admitted to bail ate af in the sum 
of $4,000.

JUDGE COOLEY ON THE THOUSAND- 
MILE, TIDES? QUESTION. 


He Takes Exception to Certain Statements 
Made by Commissioner Wicker—His 
Real Position on That Point—What 
Shall u Done About Passes in the 
Various States?—The Recent Advance 
Made on Grain Rates in the Narthwent- 


At the meeting of the merchants and manu- 
facturers held in this city Thursday for 
pose of protesting against the action of the rail- 
roads in advancing the rate for mileage Fine 
from two cents to two and a half cents per thi 
Commissioner’ G. M. Wicker of the —— 
Freight Bureau stated that Judge Cooley had 
agreed that a ticket could be sold April 4 fer 
and a life limit to July for $21, but that now the 
ticket has been advancéd to $25 and its life limit 
to one year. Going west the law worked one 
way and east another, the obe being, it 
seemed, to get more money out of the commer- 
cial.public. Judge Cooley takes exception to 
the remarks made by Mr. Wicker. He days that 
gentleman entirely misrepresented what he said 
to him. He made no such state as 
claimed by Mr. Wicker, and does not thank 
that gentleman for placing him in a false 
position before the public. Wat ihe said 
to Mr. Wicker was that the Eastern roads had 


agreed to advance mileage tickets to 2% cents 
per mile, or $25 for 1,000-mile rides, and the West- 
ern roads had made such c ir two 
ago. As the Wabash has common iu thr 
with the Eastern and Western lines, it declined 
to advance commercial mileage tickets. Prey

on other portions of its lines. He therer : therefore ab: 
clined to advance the rates wheh the Pore 
lines did, but decided to continde tosell them fer.

He did 
not approve of the action of some of the West- 
ern roads in supplying commercial firms with all 
the tickets they needed for the year at a $20 rate 
before putting the new rate .into effect. He con- 
siders that acon an Shes pF of the spirit of the 
now law. His cd made no attempt to 
force the sale of — Swe mileage Ne 
the present rate, and has kept their issue a 
minimum, and by April 1 there would be 
but few of the old tickets in the hands 
of shippers and ‘merchants. Judge Cooley, 
in reply to a question whether two  thou- 
sand or five thousand mile tickets could not: 
be sold to commercial travelers for less than the 
rate for 1,000-mile tickets, said he thought not. In 
his opinion it was the intention of the framers of 
the new law to make the rate for mile tick- 
ets the same for everybody, no matter how many 
miles were purchased by the same person. 
With the same right, he said, it might be clarmed 
that under the new law a lower rate might be 
given to a man shipping fifty cars of ight 
than to a man shipping ten cars OF one car. 


The Issue of Passes in the Various States. 

Chairman John N. Abbott of the Western 
States Passenger Association has just called a 
meeting of the General Managers of the West- 
ern, Northwestern, and Southwestern roads for

There 
would probably cea no great difficulty in agreeing 
to stop the issue of passes by all lines within the 
territory of the different States were it not tor 
the fear that the State legislators consider free 
passes a part of their perquisits, and if they can- 
not get them will retaliate by enacting onerous 
laws. This spirit his already exhibited itself in 
the Iilinois slaturé. Because the Ohio &

more passes within any one of the States 
throu ie which it runs, one of the legisiators af- 
fected by that action has introduced a bill in a 
Illinois House of Representatives 8 
passengerrate detween any potnts in the” 
two cents per mile.

The Advance in Northwestern Grain Rates. 

The aetion of the Northwestern roads in ad- 
vancing the through rate on grain and its prod- 
ucts from 7% to 18 cents per 100 pounds, Minke- 
apolis to Chicago or Milwaukee, was a general 
topic of conversation in Western railroad circles 


yesterday. It was generally admitted that the 
new rate was a prohibitive one and will prevent 
Northwestern grain from coming into this mar 
ket during the sixty days the new rate will be in 
effect. But the managersof the various roads 
say they van better afford to do without the Min- 
neapolis and 8t, Paul through grain traffic than 
ruin their business from local interior points, 
which is of far importance to them. The 
rate from some of the points this side of Minne- 
apolis and St. Paul had 2 ays deen 18 cents, 
and in some . higher. By making the 
rate from neupolis to Chicage less than is 
cents they oe d have been compelled, under 
the new law, to make rates from 
intermediate stations . correspondingly lower.

How to Retrench County Expenses. 

CuIcaGo, March 18.—[Editor of The Tribune.] 
—I understand that the Board of Commussioners 
of Cook County considers it necessary to reduce 
the annual expenses of the county about $100,000, 
and that to this end it proposes (1) to reduce the 
salaries of employés, or (2) to dispense with the 
services of such as can be best spared, or (3) both 
to reduce salaries and discharge employés. 

Permit me to s t as substitutes for the 
above methods of ucing expenses the follow- 
ing, which may not have occurred to the mind of 
our economical board: 

1. Let the Commissioners vote themselves only 
$2.50 each a day, which the law allows them for 
the time they are necessarily engaged in the dis- 
charge of their duties, instead of 8 a day for 
every day in the year, Sundays included. And 
let them also return as conscience money 
what they have thus wrongfully taken durin 
their terms of office. Sec. 80, Chap, 53, Rev 
Statutes, says: “The members of the Board of 
Supervisors and the Board of Commissioners of 
Cook County shall each receive the sum of $2.50 
per day for the time actually and necessarily en- 
— 1 the discharge of his duties as a mem- 
ber of such Board of Supervisors, to be paid on 
the order of the boardjout of the County Treasury, 
and mil five cents each way. for necessa 
travel, and no other allowance or emolmuent, di- 
rectly or indirectly, for any purposes whatever.” 

2. By bringing suit. against ex-Commissioners 
for the recovery of sums of 9 
and fraudulently taken from the T ury 
years back over and above what they were enti- 
tled to for their services the board might realize 
a handsome sum, more than équal to the defi-

The Seventh Earl of Shaftesbury—Margaret 
of Angouleme—Miss Churchill—The Com- 
mon Chord—The Master of Ceremonies—

It is a surprise to seethe three bulky 
volumes of the Earl of Shaftesbury’s life so 
soon after his death, but the prompt appear- 
ance of the work is explained when it is 
found that Mr. Hodder began it long before 
the death of the subject of his biography. It 
is a pity that Mr. Hodder did not take a little 
more time, condense his material, and make 
shorter work for his readers. It is true that 
a great number of events, as well as of plans, 
schemes, and ventures, had to be passed in 
review in connection with this useful and 
busy life, but it is also true that most people 
shrink from reading a biography of three 
large volumes who would eagerly read the 
same life and profit by the reading if it ap- 
peared in reasonable and convenient bulk. 

The Earl of Shaftesbury furnishes in the 
reminiscences of his early life another in- 
stance of unhappy childhood and miserable 
boyhood. English biography is full of com- 
plaints of this kind. One becomes more and 
more certain, as one reads these records of 
unhappy youth, that Dickens drew, in his. 
pictures of school life, actual portraits where 
we have been wont to suspect caricature. 
Dickens himself was a most miserable and 
unhappy youngster. Anthony Trollope, bluff, 
hearty man that he grew to be, declares that 
he never knew comfort or joy until long after 
he was of age. The crowded, studious, hard, 
cold drill which made a premature old man 
out of John Stuart Mill 
der of inhumanity. Harriet Martinea 
George Eliot, and Charlotte’ Bron 
were most sorrowful, negiected, and pitiful 
amen — ae — . pases i oy oe

rather sombre candle. Su , it seems that 
—— were but dearly paid for if it must 

to the exclusion of the first joyful and 
beautiful years of life. And it not be 
that quickened sympathy with obscure and 
dumb suffering is fostered in these early days 
of personal neglect and trouble? Could Dick- 
ens, could George Ehot have drawn for the 
world those immortal pictures of children ex- 
cept for the vivid remembrance of their own 
intense, eager, and repressed youth?! And 
Shaftesbury, when he gave his stren- 
uous endeavors to the amelioration 
of the condition of poor factory chil- 
dren, chimney-sweeps, and children in coal 
mines, unquestionably remembered the un- 
complaining but bitter misery of his own 
childhood, when, although he was of 
family, he was almost as neglected and un- 
cared for as to mind and body as a chimney- 
sweep or child of the factory. 

Shaftesbury’s life could not be written 
without the record, running along with it, of 
humane 13 and 4 — education in 
England. In this work there is much in- 
formation as to the condition of English la- 
borers in the early part of this century, and 
many lessons can be learned here of methods 
and means of work by which kindred evils 

wro can be righted. The Ten-Hours’ 
Labor bill was one of the first to which 
Shaftesbury gave his energies, and 
the struggle for its adoption in the English 
Parliament is told in most vivid and compre 
hensive style. The condition of lunatics at- 
tracted the attention of the philanthropist 
early in his parliamentary career, and he 
strenuously advocated radical changes in the 
barbarous modes of dealing with these un- 
fortunates which were then in use. This re- 
form was triumphantly carried. The account 
of the condition of children in the cotton- 
mills is most pathetic. No wonder “the cry 
of the children rang in Browning’s 
ears in.those cruel ay 4 Shaftesbury gave 
himseif most fully to the cause of these fac- 
tory children, and to him, more than to any 
other one person, they owed their release 
from their incredible sufferings. 

From the beginning to the end of his 
active life Shaftesbury was the friend of the 
poor, the suffering, and the neglected. To 
every reform he lent a willing hand. Some- 
times he gave of his 2 
he was harassed and importuned by every 
species of reformer and tanatic, but in the 
main his course was ever onward and to- 
wards the sun. It was quite the fashion to 
laugh at Shaftesbury in London because he 
was always presiding at meetings at Exeter 
Hall, always espousing causes and airing 
és ene but now that all is over those 
who laughed at him may well envy. the life 
he lived, and crave upon their graves one of 
the precious blessings of the r with which 
that of Shaftesbury is thickly covered over.

A publisher in New Jersey has just been 
indicted by the Federal grand jury for send- 
ing the “‘Heptameron” through the mails, 
and at this auspicious moment the life of 
Margaret of Navarre, the writer of the ob- 
jectionable book, is published in the Famous 
Women series.

Susanna Wesley and Margaret 
of Angouléme, neither of them strike the 
average mind as examples of characters com- 
manding world-wide interest. The next book 
promi the life of Mrs. Siddons, seems 
more appropriate in this series than either of 
the last two publications. 2 

One soon tiresof Margaret and finds it 
more entertaining to take note of Miss Robin- 
son’s iar mannerisms, her pet words 
and phrases, her high-flown sentences, her 

“eal pi ue power, and her evident diffi- 
culty in keeping up her own interest in her 
heroine. In her preface she speaks of the 
“sweet, dense spirit of Margaret, and the 
epithet dense“ seems to express some char- 
acteristic in Margaret’s character to her, for 
she uses it again and again, but what she 
means is not exactly apparent to the reader. 
This is only one example of the strained, un- 
natural style of Miss Robinson’s writing. These 
faults are by no means peculiar to her; they 
seem to be growing more common every day. 
Perhaps it is as well to let them alone, for 
they must soon die out of their own inherent 
weakness. 

As a study of life in France in the sixteenth 
century this work has real value. The char- 
acter of Francis I. is very weil drawn, and it 
is his igure which staysin the mind when 
the volume is closed. 

Miss Robinson says that the reputed last 
words of Margaret, that she had helped the 
oppressed Reformers rather from compassion 
than conviction,” although received with 
anger and distrust by Lutheran historians, 
are fully borne out by a true understanding 
of her character. No truer words,” she 
says, could resume the character of Mar- 
garet—compassion, not conviction. It is at 
once the rarest value and the limitation of 
her nature. Hence her sweet, large-hearted 
mercy, understanding and forgiving all men. 
Hence, also, her weakness, her lack of a firm 
standpoint, her hesitations and indecisions.

Chemistry of the Sum, 
It is about thirteen years since Joseph 
Norman Lockyer published his Contribu- 


| tions to Solar Physics,” giving to the world 


the results of researches in which he had 
distinguished himself for some ten years 
previous: A large of his time since 
then has been given tne same line of 


study. During all that time he has especially 
directed his observation to the sun by the 
aid of the spectroscope, and ished an 
important part of the pow ie of the 
eshemsetry of the sun sta 
been obtained in the last fifth part of a 


century. 

Lockyer’s energies in later years seem to 
have been chiefly bent upon the s pic 
study of complex material forms for the pur- 
pose of discovering the extent to which their 
components m be dissociated. He has 
found what he claims to be abundant support 
to the hypothesis that the complexity of 
grouping is a function of the 8 
and an inverse function at that. In other 
words, he has obtained evidence that an in- 
crease of heat simplifies the spectrum in 
many cases, and infers it to be rational to 
conclude that this bolds good for other bodies 
if not for all. He leads upto the idea that 
many of the so-calied chemical elements are 
really compounds, a view which is in harmony 
with the thought of someof the most emi- 
nent of the philosophical chemists. He sup- 
poses that matter may have existed in a very 
simple state at exceedingly high tempera- 
tures—perhaps not a single form of matter 
but such a few as might certainly be coun 
upon the fingers, instead of the nearly sev- 
enty elements of the present day text-books. 
With successive reductions of the tempera- 
ture these might combine at first dually, then 
. and so on till we come to a molecule 
that is made up of scores of the elementary 
atom and yet has been calied atomic because 
of our inability to resolve it. He illustrates 
by reference to the successive formation of 
the different hydro-carbons with which we 
are acquainted, the simpler being us 
and the more complex ones liquid, while the 
solid phase is assumed after we have passed 
the molecular combination of 15 units of car- 
bon to 32 of hydrogen. 

In his latest work, The Chemistry of the 
Sun,“ Lockyer presents the observations and 
discussions by himself and others which lead 
up to this view of the constitution of mat- 
ter. He does not advance it dogmatically 
but in the tentative mood, as if he were still 
endeavoring to feel his way towards a higher 
ese pe of the truth than has yet been at- 
tained. is treatment of the subject is per- 
haps too abstruse to fascinate the general 
reader, but there isa wide circle to whom 
this presentation of the topic will be 
very welcome, and all the more so as 
it is preceded by a sufficiently full historical 
sketch of the progress of spectroscopic dis- 
covery, and correlated with the views of 
leading thinkers and the work of other ex- 
ponerse in the same field. Presenting very 
ittle of that kind of science which is valued 
because men can make money by it, and cer- 
tainly not vindicating the practices of the 
alchemists, though it justifies their dreams, 
the work may fitivy be regarded as one of the 
most valuable contributions which working 
science has made to pure philosophy in man

PHONOPURE TELEGRAPHY. 


U@iizing a Newly-Discovered. Electrical 
| Foree. 

The latest important advance in electrical 
science has been made by C. Langdon-Davies 
of London, who has succeeded in utilizing 
for telegraphic purposes a form of e 0 
force which can be separated al ther from 
the ordinary electric current, and which can 
pass freely through insulators impassable by 
currents.

his important discovery. He came to the con- 


clusion that the effects ascribed to induction 
affordea evidence of the existence of a form 
of electrical force which might be ' 
from currents and which could pass freely 
through insulators impassable by currents. 
His conclusions were justified by experiments, 
but it was not until a short time ago that 
phonoporic telegraphy vould be successfully 
— — and that the principle could be 
utilized upon an existing telegraph line which 
was at the same time being worked by the 
ordinary instruments. 

„It will certainly come as a surprise to 
many,“ says the London Times, to learn 
that the phonoporic instrumenis have no 
conducting circuit through them, but this is 
nevertheless a fact. e phonopore gives 
uninterrupted passage to el cal effects 
capable of being associated with sound, al- 
though it does not permit the ** of elec- 
tric currents. In exterior form the trans- 
mitter appears to be an ordinary Morse key 
mounted on a base about four inches hi 
This base contains an instrument which 
somewhat resembles an induction coil. The 
impulses are generated in a primary circuit 
of improved construction, over which is 
wound, in place of a ee er a 
phonopore of two wires ins from 
each other throughout their entire iength and 
at both ends, each of these wires being, how- 
ever, connected at one end only to the line. 
The number of phonoporic impulses gener- 
ated in the transmitter per second is regu- 
lated by the vibrations of an organ-reed 
placed in wie primary circuit. Another 
reed, tuned to the same rate of vibration, is 
placed as a receiver at the distant station in 
front of an electro magnet, and the phon- 
oporic impulses from the transmitter cause it 
to vibrate. A new form of contact-breaker, 
operated by the receiver-reed, completes a 
local relay circuit when the reed is still, but 
breaks it whenever the reed vibrates, there- 
by setting in action any required instrument 
in connection with any battery.“ 

A practical test with the phonopore was 
made on a 8 line running from Lon- 
don Bridge to Folkestone, the line being 
worked with the phonopore simultaneously 
with the ordinary n system working on 
the line. The wire has four single-needle in- 
struments, at London Bri Nutfield, 
Shorncliffe, and Foikestone Harbor. Two 
simplex phonopore telegraphs, one at London 
Bridge and the other at Folkestone Harbor, 
were attached to the line, each by a single 
piece of wire. Five experiments were ar- 
ranged by Mr. Langdon-Davies, and suc 
cessfully carried out: (1) A phonopore 
message was transmitted alone from 
Folkestone to London, and there re- 
ceived, working a post-office universal 
relay and ordinary Morse sounder; (2) a 
similar phonopore message was transmitted 
and received while an ordinary telegraphic 
message was traveling in the same direction 
between the same stations; 
message was transmitted and received while

STATE SALE OF LIQUORS. 


A Remedy for the Liquor Evil Suggested 
by an lowa Paper. 

Des Moines Register (Prohibition organ): 
This paper has been studying this question 
for several years, watching the effect of the 
different laws, the abuses possible under the 
different statutes, and has come to an opinion 
which it is ready to express. It may be crude 
and not practical, but it seems to us that it is 
the only thing that will cover the case. In any 
event, we offer it for discussion. Our obser- 
vations have convinced us that the only way 
to preserve druggists or other people from 
temptation in the sale of liquors is to remove 
the profit on the sale of them. This means, 
of course, if the profit of selling is taken 
away that no private parties will sell them. 
Then there is no ope left to supply positive 
public and private needs, unless it shall be 
done in some way by the State. We are, 
therefore, ready to propose that the State in 
its sovereign capacity shall both manufact- 
ure and sell through appointed agents for 
pure cost such liquors as shall be needed for 
legitimate purposes. Three things would be 
gained by this—absolute supervision, of the 
sale as against all abuses, the prevention o 
any illegitimate trade, and the sale of pure 
articles. Scarcely any liquors now are abso- 
lutely pure. Those made by the State could 

e scientificaliy pure, ‘sold without any 
profit, and would be secured by the people in 
the most desirable form both as to quality 
and price. 

We believe if prohibition is to be enforced 
in Iowa that we are coming to this solution of 
the question. As long as a profit can be 
charged on liquors, and such an unholy profit 
as generally is charged, disreputable men will 
engage in the traffic and business-men gener- 
— will be kempted. both to strain the law 

to sell ata high profit. The State can 
abe pure liquors for all the needs required 
and it can provide to sell them at cost an 
without profit to any private people. This 
would take away the temptations to sell, the 
temptations to dilute, and would effectually 
close out any excuse for any sort of an agen- 
cy to become a groggery for drinking pur- 
poses. 

This plan is not original in one respect. 
The proposition that the State or the Govern- 
ment shall make liqnors isatheory which 
Bismarck has lately tried to induce Germany 
to adopt. He is moved to it by the demand 
for pure liquor and by the demand which he 
sees is finally to come for the Government to 
regulate its sale. We improve upon this 
method with a suggestion that the State shall 
make the liquors, make them absolutelly 
pure, and then that it shall provide to seil 
them at the price of production, We believe 
that this solution, or something as practical, 
is the only one which will satisfactorily ‘and 


permanently settle the liquor and’ drug-store 


question.

A Wife's Counter-Charges..

FIGURING ON RUNNING EXPENSES. 


The Finance Committee Makes an Unpleas- 
ant Discovery. 

The County Board Finanee Committee yester- 
day completed the compilation of the expenses 
of the county for the last six months in order to 
see how much was left from the tax levy of 1886- 
87 for the latter half of the year. They made a 
discovery which was not at all pleasant, and that 
was that while during the first half of, the year 
it Cost $156,780 per month to run the county, there 
remains out of the taxes aud the estimated earn- 


ings of the courts only $01,222 for each 
month’s expenses. This is tightening 
the screws down considerably. but 


there are several schemes on foot by which it is 
hoped to reduce the expenses. One is to do 8 
entirely with the County Agent's office. Mr. 
Kichm maintains that this would be illegal, but 
other members think otherwise, and ‘have re- 
ferred the question to the County Attorney. An- 
other thing which will undoubtedly lessen the 
heavy load is that the alleged boodle dills, 
amounting to $127,007 and counted in the ex- 
penses of the first six months, will not all have 

to be paid. It is thought there will be enough 
2 . in this item to ‘reduce it $50,000 at 
least. The total expense for the six months end- 
ing March 1, 1887, was 8940, . As the tax levy 
forthe year and the estimated. court earnings 
foot up only $1,488,020.87 it is easily seen that for 
the last six months there is only $547,334 available, 
or $393,351 less than the hulf year just ended. The 
statement shows the following:

South to Remain True to the Federal 
Cause—Both Chase and Seward Skeptics 
as to the Magnitude of the Rebellion. 


Last Tuesday at Harrisburg, Pa, Gen. 
Simon Cameron celebrated his 88th birthday, 
and received many congratulations upon his 
excellent health. Reviewing with @ corre- 
spondent some of the eventful history of his 
long public life, the venerable ex-Senator and 
ex-Secretary of War said: 

“Of all my experiences with public men 
and events none were so interesting as those 
which brought the country to the settlement 
of the slavery question on the field of battle. 
There was a great deal of byplay in the be- 
ginning that has not been heard of yet. It is 
true that Gen. Robert E. Lee was tendered 
the command of the Union army. It was the 
wish of Mr. Lincoln’s Administration that as 

as possible of the Southern officers 


then in the regular army should remain true 
to the Nation which had educated them. 


saune to me exineseing tke opinion thes Gon 
came to me e o opinion . 
Lee could be held to our cause by the offer of 
the chief command of our forces. I author- 
ized Mr. Blair to make the offer. I then dis- 
missed the matter from my mind as nearly as

would certainly accept. I labored under 
this impression up to the time that his resig- 
nation was received. Whether Gen. Lee 
ever seriously considered the matter I do not 
personally know. From what Senator Blair 
said to me I never had any doubt at the time 
but that he did. My surprise was very great 
when the resignation was received and Gen. 
Lee went South. 
“In the movements of that sensitive and 
o period there was much to contend 
wit The Cabinet which Mr. Lincoln had 
formed was full of cross-purposes. It was a 
trite saying with Frank PF. Blair, who after- 
ward became one of the volunteer Generals 
of our armies, that Seward thought he could 
put down the Rebellion with the franking 
2 and that Chase regarded the flnan- 
cial end of the Government as wholly re- 
sponsible for the grave duties before the 
ation. This was in a great measure true 
for both of them were cautious and we 
schooled in what was called the art of state- 
craft. They believed in the quiet play of 
statesmanship rather than in tne tragedy of 
the sword. 

% Mr. Lincoln was the greatest character 
that this country has ever seen. God made 
him President for just such an emergency as 
this country was called upon to meet. All of 
his administrative troubles were caused by the 
fact that nearly half his Cabinet looked upon 
him as an accident who was only to last four 
years. At least three of his constitutional 
advisers were from the beginning shaping 
their course to succeed him at the end of his 
first te Had they sunk their ambitions 
in an earnest support of him and his policy 
the road would have been easier. But war is 
always surrounded by such conditions. 
Armed conflict has its political sides none the 
less important many times than operations 
on the field. It wasso with the early days 
of Mr. Lincoln’s Administration, the mis- 
takes of which were chiefly timidity as to the 
border States. 

Neither Mr. Chase nor Mr. Seward had 
faith that the War with the South was to be 
a serious matter, and they were constantly 
dallying with that idea. Mr. Seward was 
constantly in fear that my administration of 
the War Department would irritate the 
Southern people, and Mr. Chase that our war 
equipment would cost too much money. In 
my first annual report I recommended the 
arming of the negroes. This was a step 
further than any of the Cabinet were willing 
to even think of then. It was rejected as a 
part of the President’s annual message, and 
its publication in the leading paper at 
Washington ca ungtinted criticism. 
Two years later, however, the Admin 
istration announced it as a part of its pol 
icy. Mr. Lincoln and I were always friends 
and our relations continued unbroken to his 
death. I regretted the departure of Gen. Jo- 
seph E. Johnston from the War Department 
very much. He saw me frequently during 
the preparations for war, and our relations 
were very friendly. I had a number of times 
urged him to remain in the army and ahnost 
argued the question with him, but one day he 
came to the department, tendered his resig- 
nation, and asked me to accept it at once. I 
instructed the Adjutant-General to prepare 
the necessary papers, and it was done with- 
out delay. I was censured very severely for 
permitting him to go South; but, as the 

licy of Mr. Lincoln’s Administration had 
— to let all those go who desired to, I 
followed the same course as to Gen. John- 
ston. 

I have often thought,” said the veteran, 
“of Fitz John Porter in connection with 
these early operations. I knew him well and 
frequently intrusted him with confidential 
missions. There were quite a number of 
young Southern officers on duty at Carlisle 

arracks about the beginning of the War, 
and, being anxious to keep them in the army, 
I sent Fitz John Porter up there for that pur- 
pose. Gen. George H. Thomas was one 
of the number; Fitz Hugh Lee another. 
Porter went to Carusle, but only Thomas 
could be induced to remain with the 
Union cause. Every other officer from the 
South except him who was then on duty at 
Carlisle Barracks joined the Confederate 
army. From Porter’s action in this as 
in other confidential matters with which I in- 
trusted him at that time, I could never be- 
lieve in his disloyalty. Naturally I do not 
mean to say that Porter’s visit to Carlisle 
was the only thiag that kept George H. 
Thomas in the Union army. A man of his 
strong character and unusual intellect would 
probably have remained had no effort been 
made to keep him. He wasa t soldier— 
one of the greatest that our War produced.” 


Russians with Two Characters. 

A friend of the Bulgarian delegates who 
saw a great deal of them during their recent 
visit here gave some reasonas to the bitter 
dislike which the Bulgarians have to Russian 
rule. Every Russian, this gentleman said to 


me, has two characters. He is on the one 
side a polished gentleman, and on the other 
a barbarian, who still beheves in the serf and 
the knout. It is the latter aspect of his 
personality wmch he displays in Bulgaria, 
and during the last few years the Bulgarians 
have thus n driven to a state of almost 
frenzied anti-Russian feeling. A few inci- 
dents will best bring this out. One of the 
delegates here was a Minister of Justice 
under Prince Alexander. He was invited to 
a fete at the house of a Russian Consul-Gen- 
eral, but his wife was not included in the 
invitation. He wrote a note declining the 
invitation on the und that his wife was 
ill, but even this hint was not taken, and his 
wife was never invited. On another occasion 
Prince Alexander gave a ball, to which the 
Russian Consul-General was invited. There 
was one room set apart as a supper room, at 
which the ladies and gentlemen were to be 
entertained when the ball was over, but 
there was no room reserved as a smoking 
room. The Russian Consul, going into the 
supper room, lit his cigaret. He was re- 
quested by one of the officers of the Prince 
not to do so there, as it was the supper room. 
He persisted, and the officers of the staff 
followed his example.

A Sensible System in Vogue in Switserland. 


The Republic of Switzerland is the Eu- 
ropean country whose system of taxation 
most resembles our own. It is the only coun- 
try where there is any considerable tax upon 
property. The countries in which the aris- 
tocracy is more powerful generally raise 
most of their revenues by indirect taxes. In 
Switzerland the indirect taxes are of com- 
paratively httle importance. Commerce with 
the surrounding nations is practically free. 
In the assessment of local taxes the demo- 
cratic cantons are not content with a prop- 
erty tax, but most of them assess at a higher 
rate the property of the rich man 
— the property of we poor. A 

many years nei 
was adopted by Basie, Zuric — 
several of the smaller cantons, and a law has 
recently been passed in Vaud by which this 
canton also —— the system of progressive 
taxation. The Vaud law divides real proper- 
ty into three classes and personal prope 
into seven classes. The lowest class in — 
division mcludes property under $5,000. The 
rate of taxation is 1 per 1,000, Estates that 
belong to the second class are taxed 11 per

c are taxed 4 per 1,000. There is also a
